secretary of state show, 
The number of divorces during the 
statistical year just eaded was 6,597, 
as compared with 6,657 for the year 
beiore. 
In nearly two out of three 
cases, the divorce 
is given to the 
wife. 
Absence and 
neglect 
is the 
n, ist prolific cause of divorce. Cruel­ 
ty coroes second. 
The total number of divorce cases 
in the courts during the year was 
15,991. Of which number 0003 were 
brought during the year and 6,288 
were pending at its beginning, Having 
been tarried over from the year be­ 
fore. 
Divorces were refused in 2,535 
cases. 
The figures snow that practically 
one marriage in every seven result 
in divorce.

of the vegetable has grown to such 
an extent that it has now become one 
of the most im portant of our garden 
crops. 


When a successful process of can 
ning the fruit was evolved the tomato 
industry at once assumed large pro­ 
portions.

become a staple food the year round, 
and millions of dollars are now in­
